The editor says what is very true, that 
bigotry rules Massachusetts. But as to our 
new States being free as air, We are not so 
sure those same bigots, such, for instance, 
as Dr. Ely and Dr. Beecher, are taking 
strong ground in the western cowatry. 
They have already bought up several 
presses—established schools of bigotry, 
and are rapidly suppressing liberal educa- 
tion, and establishing muucy religion ia 
several churches! and though they may 
not yet have gained sufficient power to 
change the laws, they are in a fair way for 
it. Let the people of the West take warn- 
ing from Mr. Kneeland’s case—let them 
observe the words for which he has been 
prosecuted and condemned, viz: “Univer- 
saliste believe in a God which I .do not.” 
And what other sect of Christians do be- 
lieve io the same God which Universalists 
believe in?—tbat is, believe God to be the 
same which Universalists believe him to be; 
the Presbyterians, do not, for instance— 
They believe that God will punish the 
wicked to all eternity in Hell-fire and brim- 
stone. The Universalists do not believe 
God will punish any one one eternally, nor 
do they believe in Hell at all. For they 
do not (as we are informed,) believe that 
God would make men and women with- 
out their’ consent, and send them to Hell 
to burn forever in fire aod brimstone—the 
Universalists do not believe God will do 
avy such thing—they deny endless punish- 
ment. Hence the God of the Universalists 
and the God of the Presbylerians cannot be 
the same God—this demonstrates itself, for 
it is less absurd to suppose each has a God 
of his own, than to infer that one and the 
same God, or in other words, the great 
Ruler of the Universe, represented to be 
the same (God) yesterday, to-day, and for- 
ever, should act—or afford the smallest 
reason to any of bis creatures to believe he 
would act so diametrically adverse to his 
own altributes, or appear to one portion of 
his creatures in a different light to what 
the other portion inculcate to be His deal- 
ings towards them.

4th. Theday after the application of the dye, 
wash the hair in a solution of salt. (Form it of one 
ounce of salt to one pint of rain water.) This will 
set the color, and give it brilliancy. 

Lastly. Te avoid soiling the Skin or Linen, 
throw a cloth over the shoulders, wear gloves to 
protect the hands, and should any of the liquid ac- 
cidentally drop upon the skin, wipe it off immedi- 
ately with a wet towel, and be careful not to take 
overmuch of the dye in the sponge at once, It may 
not be amiss to observe, that after the dye is set, 
washing the hair will rather improve than be any 
njury to it.
